Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 6-8 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to anticipate or render obvious either alone or in combination the combined 
limitations in claim 1 , as stated in Applicant's remarks filed 10/30/2008. 

In particular, independent Claim 1 recites, in part, "wherein the function 
corresponding to said function name associated to said tag belonging to said reference 
tag table comprises a skip function that allows a parser to automatically skip a 
determined amount of data following said read tag, the amount of data being either 
predetermined or being determined by an attribute value." The notion of a "skip 
function" is not taught by the prior art in combination with the remainder of the 
limitations of Claim 1.
